>I've been told that the 736 has no transverter jack on the back, and 

>suspect that the 790 may be the same. The IC202S certainly has no such 
>luxuries.

>Are standard mods available for such work, as I've not been able to find 
>anything at the ftp sites? 


With the 736 or 790 just turn the wick down and use a power attenuator. 

With the 202 just use an attenuator. You can go into the 202 and bypass 

the final if battery drain is an issue, but the external attenuator 

is so simple that it's the better course. This is for satellite work 

where you crossband. If you're using the transverter as part of a 

terrestrial setup, you'll need to arrange a TR switch for the attenuator. 
With the Microwave Modules transverters, the IF input and output are 

separate anyway, so a TR switch is already required. With the SSB Electronics 
transverters there's a single IF port for in and out. You need to make 

the TR switch simply bypass the attenuator on receive.

The PK-232 can't have both ports active at once because it only has 
one modem. Port switching is done with a mechanical switch of the 
in/out signals. It uses the 8530 USART for true hardware operations. 
It'll work with moderately high speed modems as is. A firmware change 
would be required for really fast modems and AEA won't release the 
necessary data for that. That's another reason to stick with the 
fully documented TNC2 design.
